-The i?cd Cross provides alarfip 
share of the bandages for th^ 
armed forces and in our towns or 
nearby to^ms aro centers where 
those bandages are made. V.'o 
should do our part by volunteer- 
ing to work at these centers. 
Blood donations for the blood 
plasma \/hlch is used so much in 
this war -.vjould bo a wonderful 
help provided a person is healthy 



enough himself to be able to 
'ive some of his blood. Blood 
Plasma has saved many a soMlorts 
?tfc m this war so far. The 
Rod cross also is th^ chief 
Seans by which persons in this 
country can communicate with 
American servicemen who have 
been captured and imprisoned by 
the enemy, rj^ach of tho Ai.iori- 
cans imprisoned roceivos very 
often boxes containing food and 
other supplies from tho Red 
Cross which v/ere donated by us 
Araericans . 

;Vhen First Aid, Home Nurs- 
ing, and other courses are given 
near your hone, you who are able 
should make a special offort to 
attend these mcotint;3. Himdreds 
of the trainod nurses and doc- 
tors in our country have been 
called and more are being called 
every day to serve in the armed 
forces both in this country and 
in countries abroad whore our 
boys ,are fighting. V/ho is going 
to tako their places? Many 
small tovms are loft without the 
services of a physician, and tho 
doctors that are left cannot bo- 
gin to tako care of the patients 
that thoy have. Some of tho 
larger towns and the smaller 
cities have but ono physician to 
caro for their large populations, 
women who have taken tho home- 
nursing course and received cor- 
tificatea as nurses* aides have 
helped a groat deal in places 
where doctors and nurses are 
limited. People, especially in 
those times, should tako all 
available precautions towards 
safe-guarding their health. 

Tho high schools arc help- 
ing by G^Tcring military courses 
for boys and preparing them for 
v/hat thoy will have to face when 
thoy are called to join Uncle 
Sam's armod forces. Many of our 
young boys aro now draft od be- 
fore thoy are able to finish 



their bigh school oducation. 
Those young men who do not pass 
their examinations and who aro 
too young to work in a factory 
can be of groat aid to the far- 
mers. Farmx3rs arc very short of 
help now, and this country or 
our allies cannot ^ go on without 
food. 

On6 very important q.ue3tion 
which arises is whether mothers 
should go out of the homo to 
work or not. Many mothers whoso 
husbands arc in the armod forces 
havo entrusted their children to 
other people's- care and havo 
gone to v/ork In war factories, 
thinking porhaps that that little 
bit will help to bring their hus- 
bands home aoonor. But, many 
mothers aro leaving tholr child- 
ren in the care of young girls 
of high school age or younger or 
people who are not capable of 
handling children. This is tho 
main reason for tho increase in 
juvcnilD delinquency, a trend 
which is so prevalent at this 
tlrio. Vmcn children are loft 
without the proper supervision, 
many risks aro taken— such aa 
fires, children playing in tho 
streets causing automobile 
accidents, crimes, and otlier 
mischievous acts often resulting 
in disaster, together with ffto*- 
tors which tend to lower tho 
standard of living and tho 3oclo.l 
life of the future generation. 
Our boys are fighting hard and 
risking their lives to save and 
nake this a peace-loving countr^i 
and that la v/hy wo should take 
every available step t o curb this 
juvenile delinquency. A mother 
who has children that aro dif- 
ficult to manage should do her 
part by staying at homo and tak- 
ing caro of them. Sho will bo 
doing much more towards the war 
offort than if she went to work 
in a war factory. 

The rationing of food. 
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clothing, and othor articles 
which uro JCirco is causing nuch 
discussion, liany uncalled-for 
remarks made by selfish pooplc 
hav^ boon hoard lately CGncorning 
the rationing problem. By 
rationing these articles, each 
one gets an equal share, instead 
of just a few having everything 
and some having nothing. If vjq 
would just stop for a few min- 
utes to think or try to vis- 
ualize the sufferings and hard- 
ships that the other countries 
are enduring, we should be thank- 
ful that we, at least, have a 
roof over our heads and some- 
thing to eat, even though it may 
not be just v;hat we like. \/e 
should also be thankful that v/e 
are not in a jungle or some 
other unhealthy place v/here so 
many of our boys are suffering 
and dying. They consume any- 
thing thoy can get, so they ■ ill 
have the physical strength to 
fight on for their cause and 
ours. The boys are doing their 
share — wo should be v/illing to 
do ours. They cannot persevere 
unless they are supported by the 
civilians that thoy left behind 
them. Thoy arc going without 
, necessities— yot we criticize 
and make caustic remarks bocauso 
our quantity is limited or our 
quality slightly inferior to 
that of peace times,

In fact, wo very sel- 
dom argue. 

From infancy to the present, 
Jean end I have resembled each 
other very closely in appearance, 
V;o are the soiiie height end our 
weight is practically the same, 
We have the same color hc;ir and 
eyes. This striking similarity 
o f physical characteristics 
causes trouble for those who 
don't know us intimately. 
Another reason why a number of 
people cannot tell us apart is 
that we have always dressed 
alike. Sometimes there nay bo a 
little e\rly morning spat an to 
what we are going to wear, but 
usually the one v/ho made the 
first suggestion wins. Our 
taste in style Is definitely of 
the sport nature. We hate get- 
ting "all dressed up," It is 
difficult at times to find out- 
fits that are aliko; so wo usual- 
ly resort to having our clothes 
made. I remember the only timo 
Jean and I have thus far worn 
different apparel was a morning 
that I started out for school 
before her. Neither of us would 
give in m d go home to change. 
Nevertheless, I guess we both 
felt a bit uncomfortable until 
wo vtToro able to attire ourselves 
alike at noon. People ask us 
when wo are going to dress dif-^ 
forently, I have never given 
the question much thought^ but I 
suppose some day wc will have to 
disregard this custom. 



Joan and I, from all .re- 
ports, wore rather mischievous 
in nature. As youngsters, we 
adopted the code that no matter 
\;hat happened, wc would defend 
each othor. One incident that I 
can still remember from our 
younger days was the time a group 
of us helped Jean climb a tree 
to steal a neighbor's apples. 
The noiglibor, spying Jean throw- 
ing apples over thw fence to us, 
ran out.

I can recall 
a period of our lives during 
which wo were extremely in- 
terested in becoming nurses. 
It»3 strange, yet without con- 
sulting each other, that doslro 
was supplanted in eaoh of us by 
the stenographic trend. (Great 

minds run in tho same channel.) 
We enjoy reading — yot ou±* choice 
in literaturo differs, -Joan pre- 
fers the thrilling, adventurous 
mystery, v/hereas I like a roman- 
tic tale. 

Joan and I have practically 
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the same social Intorosts; in 
fact, one of us very seldom goes 
anyvfhoro without the other. v;o 
arc both very much interoGtod in 
all sports and v/o have cilv/ays 
participatod in all extra-cur- 
ricular activities in school. I 
was, hov/GVor, chosen to take pert 
in the senior play and ray sis tor 
ivasn't. At first, it scoraod so 
queer not having Jean with mo at 
rehearsals, but after I bocano 
accustomed to being there v/itt- 
out her, I gradually overcame 
this strange feeling. Dancing 
is one of our favorite amuse- 
ments; v/G would rather attend a 
dance than see a movie, \,'c do, 
however, enjoy a good movie once 
in a while, but vre do not crave 
for then. Strange as it may 
seen, wo do not like musical 
comedies oven thougli v:c do on joy 
piaylng tho piano. 

In tho* line of work around 
the house, Jean likes tho out 
side --such as mowing the lawn^ 
attending to the garden, and 
shoveling snow, v/hilo I prefer 
inside work as cooking, c loaning 
and sev/ing, 

Ono trait by which people 
can distinguish us when ue v;alk 
along the street ilone is whist- 
ling, Jean has perfected the 
art, but I, oven though I»ve 
tried very hard, can»t seem to 
master it. 

A rather foolish question, 
which always makes no laugh, is 
to have people ask no whether I 
really know v/hich one I an. The 
only time I can ever recall not 
being able to tell myself was in 
a snapshot that we had taken 
when we were in the third grade. 
They were separate pictures of 
us, and when they were developed, 
no one ever did decide "who was 
who," They were identical, i 
really can't see v/hy It is so 
difficult for people to tell us 



apart, but I suppose if I were 
in their places, I would be 
puzzled also,. 

There is also the humorous 
side to being a twin.

It is really amusing at 
times to have people who cannot 
tell us apart come to us and 
carry on a conversation, think- 
ing all tho time they are talk- 
ing to the other one. Both Jean 
and I have the nickname "Twin" 
given us by people who call us 
that rather than use the v/rong 
name, 

Ono disadvantage of being a 
twin is to be accused of tho 
wrongdoings of the other one. 
This happens when the ono who 
did the wrong will not admit the 
truth. Eowover, this situation 
occurs very rarely, IJcarly al- 
ways, if tho ono who is accused 
is not guilty, tho other 
admit tho truth before punish- 
ment has been Inflicted. 

Viewing the situation from 
all angles, I s-.y in all truth- 
fulness that there Are many more 
advantages to being a twin than 
there are disadvantages.
